On Sunday 
a Baltimore detective, a pastofilce inspec- 
tor and a McSherrystown citizen called 
at the residence of Mr. Stern in McSher- 
iystown, but so fur as known no infor- 
mation of hib whereabouts was secured 
Rumor has it that the youtig man left

twice the cardinals and many high 
officials of the Vatican went through 
a similar ceremony. 


The date upon which th« coronation 
of Plus X. will occur has not yet been 
oflBcianf decided, but Che impression 
provatts ^ a t it will occur August D, 
The conclave wa« not formally dis- 
solved until last evening. 
Tho car- 
dinals then returned to their various 
apartments in Rome, with the excep-1 
tions of

and. 
Oreglla, who temporarily retain their 
oAciaJ suites In tho Vatican, and Car- 
dinal Herrero y Esplnosa, who Is too 
ill to be moved for several days.

was to the sick cardinal that the new 
popo paid his first visit after being j 
formally proclaimed pontiff. 


The new pontiff Is a man of simple i 
origin, and although not a very promi- 
nent candidate, he had been frequently '

as

cardinals who might be taken up a« a 
compromise. 
In several respects ho 
resembles his venerable predeceseor, 
notably in his reputation for cnJcure' 
and piety.

Ma i ' ic« rntt^ 
out with splendid i-eson-ancc.

way he showed beyond a cloubt fhat he 
had dignity and. persônality in keep- 
ing with the best traditions associated 
with the famous pontiffs who for cen- 
turies have ruled tlie Vatican. 


All the members of thfe sacred col- 
lege declare tho-t they are very well 
tatlBfied with the election ot Cardinal 
Sarto. but 
tho 
anti-Rampolla party 
coneidor It as their special victory. 
When the first ballot was taken it 
showed that the sacred college was 
divided into two groups, tho stronger 
tne for Rampolla and 
another not 
quite so strong for Serafino Vannu" 
telll. The other votes were scattered, 
but Included four for Sarto. 


On tho subsequent ballots» while the 
two 
principal 
parties 
were 
losing 
ground, Sarto gradually gained, draw- 
ing strength from both sides, as well 
aa from tho neutrals, until the ballot 
of Monday afteraoon, when his vote 
had increased to 37, within six of the 
necessary two-thirds. 


When the result of this ballot was 
announced in the conclave Cardinal 
Sarto was so overcome with emotion 
and so touched by the unlooked-for 
confidence reposed in him that he 
could no longer control his feelings, 
and to the surprise of all he broke 
down, declaring that such responsi- 
bility and honor were not for him and 
that he must refuse if offered, Tears 
rolled down his cheeks and he seemed 
firm In his determination to refuse the 
dignity. 
He was so palpably sincere 
that consternation reigned in the con- 
clave, and the 
cardinals spent the 
wholo evening and far into the night 
In convincing him that his election was 
the Will of Providence, and that he 
must accept. 


Several 
times 
ho almost fainted 
"and had to be revived by the use of 
salts. 
He seemed happy, but broke 
down even after all the other candl^ 
dates had retired, and on the final bal- 
lot he looked a statue of resignation. 
Cardlnai Casetta, as scrutineer, was 
reading out the vote. When 42 vote« 
had been record^id for the patriarch of 
Venice the scrutineer arose, lilted his 
red Rucchetto, saying: "Habemus pon- 
tiflcem."

Giuseppe Sarto was born at Rlesl, 
in the diocese of Treviso and province 
of Venice, ou June 2, 1S35. and Is thus 
In kis 69tb year. He began his edu- 
cation at à seminary at Treviso, and 
continued It at Padua, the seat of the 
famous university, one of the best not 
only in Italy, but In tho world. 


Pius X. was only 23 whon he was

of Tombolo, province of Padua, a small 
village of 2950 people, who were the

He sought to 
fill their wants, and never a murmur 
was heard when he was called in the 
middle of a winter night to a death- 
bed which prov-'^d to be nothing of the 
kind. He gave freely of his very smail 
miians, until be often went without 
menlG hlrnseM', but he kept many à 
poor family from starvation. 


In 1SG7 he was appointed 
pariah 
priest at Salzano, which was consid- 
ered an Important promotion, being a 
village of 3341 souls. Still, he was ex- 
cf^odinglv sorry 
to loa\'o 
Tombolo, 
havj]^g become attached to the people. 
The peasants, when he left, made a 
most efitlinFifislic demonstration, cry 
Ing, "Viva, Don Giuseppe," while many 
women whose children ho had nursed 
wept copiously. He distinguished him- 
self so much at Salzano that he was 
only kept there two years, v/hich is 
remarkable in the oareer of an Italian 
parish priest In 1875 he was elected 
Chancellor et the bishopric of Trevlsa, 
then spiritual director of that semi- 
bary, judge of the ecclesiastical tribù- 
bai and finally vicar general. 


Pope Leo, who had highly appre-

1884, at the ago of 49 years, bishop of 
Mantua, where he remained nine years 
until 1893, when he was made a car- 
dinal and appointed patriarch of Ven-

He there distinguished himself 
t s a thorough reformer, suppressing 
all abuf.es, restoring the dignity of 
the clerg7 and the earnestness of ro- 
ligion. To him is due the revival of 
à Gregorian chant In the beautiful 
churches overlooking the lagoons, and 
to him is due the strict return to 
ilthurglc rules. 


From his appointment rosé heated 
polemics between the holy see and 
the Italian government. The latter, as 
heir to the ancient privileges granted 
hy the pope to the republic of Venice, 
sustained that it had the right to 
choose and appoint the patriarch.

Naturally this

not moan

Sarto, onco pope, will fundamontally 
change the policy that the church hM 
adopted towards the Italian state, but 
certainly his personal feoling will b9 . 
favorable to moderation.

SDCCEEDS LEO Xlll 


Patriarch of Venice Elected Pope 
on SevÊCtb B&ifot. 


WILL BE KNOWN AS PIUS X 


When Sartols election Seemed Cer^ 
tain He W at Overcome With Emo* 
lion and Broke Down, Refusing "to 
Accept—Cardtnals Convinced Him 
that H* Muat AccepI, A* It Wae the 
Will «r Providence. 
RomiV Aug. 6.—The conclave, after 
being In M sio n for four days, elected 
Ouiteppe Sarto, patriarch of Vcnice, 
a« pope to aucceed Lea XIII., and be 
now retgoa at th e Vatican and over 
the Catholle world aa Plus X. Last 
night all Rome was Illuminated in his 
honpr. 
Uig «laetloB and the assumption of 
hla holy office were marked by a 
striking demonstration and impresBivo 
ceremonieg at tho Vatican which only 
«nded last evening. Today the new 
pope, clad in full pontifical robes and 
with all the ritualistic ceremony, re­ 
ceived the members of the diplomatic 
corps, the cardinals and the bishops, 
who ¿ten offered their official homage, 
this notwithstanding tho fact that 
twice the cardinals and many high 
officials of tbo Vatican went through 
a similar ceremony. 
The date upon which th« coronation 
of Plus X. will occur has not yet been 
officially decided, but the impression 
prevails ^ a t it will occur August 0, 
The cooolave wa« not formally dis> 
solved until last evening. 
Tho car­ 
dinals then returned to their various 
apartments in Rome, with the exccp-

THE NEW POPE 


Career and Character of Cardinal 
Sarto, Successor of LfiO XIII. 
Oiusoppe Sarto was born at Rlesi, 
In tho diocese of Treviso and province 
of Venice, on June 2, 1835, and is thus 
In kis 69th year. He began his edu­ 
cation at à seminary at Treviso, and 
continued it at Padua, the seat of the 
famous university, one of the best not 
only in Italy, but In tho world. 
Pius X. was only 23 whon he was 
consecratod a priest at Castel Franco, 
the birthplace Of the prrcat master» 
Giorgione, acting afterwards for nine 
years iis coadjutor to the parish priest 
of Touibolo, proviuce of Padua, a small 
village of 2950 people, who were the 
first to appreciate his virtues. His 
kindness was untiring. He sought to 
All their wants, and never a murmur 
was heard when he was called in the 
middle of a winter night to a death­ 
bed which prov'^d to be nothing of the 
kind. He gave freely of his very smail 
m ^ns, until be often went without 
meals himself, bi’t he kopt maay à 
poor family from starvatiorL 
In 18Ô7 he was appointed pariah 
prie&t at Salzano, which was consid­ 
ered an important promotion, being a 
villaçe of 3341 souls. Still, he was ex- 
cf^odinglv sorry to loavo Tombolo, 
havij^g become attached to the people. 
The peasants. x:hen he left, made a 
most eritbuFî;?stic demonstration, cry­ 
ing. "'Viva, Don Giuseppe,” while many 
womeii whose children ho had nursed 
wept copiously. He distinguished him­ 
self so much at Salzano that he wa£ 
only kept there two years, v/hich Is 
remarkable in the oaxeer of an Italian 
parish priest In 1875 he was elected 
chancellor ef th« bishopric of Trovlsaj 
then spiritual director of that semi* 
bary, judge of the ecclesiastical tribu­ 
nal and finally vicar general. 
Pope Leo, who had highly appre­ 
ciated his cleverness, tioty and mod­ 
esty, appointed him in November, 
1884, at tho age of 49 years, bishop of 
Mantua, where he remained nine years 
until 1893, when he was made a car­ 
dinal and appointed patriarch of Ven­ 
ice. He there distinguished himself 
as a thorough reformer, suppressing 
all abufies, restoring the dignity of 
the clerg7 and the earnestness of re­ 
ligion. To him is due the revival of 
à Gregorian chant in the beautiful 
churches overlooking the lagoons, and 
to him is due the strict return to 
lithurglc rules. 
From his appointment ros^ heated 
polemics between the holy see and 
the Italian government. The latter, as 
heir to the ancient privileges granted 
by the pope to the republic of Venice, 
sustained that ît bad the right to 
choose and appoint the patriarch. The 
government, however, after having 
long refused It« exequatur, eventually 
granted it to Sarto, who, meanwhile, 
succeeded in gaining general esteem, 
including that of the goveiTunont oüU 
cJals. The Italian cabinet has no feel­ 
ing against Sarto personally. In fact, 
he might ouiie well have been their 
choice if the papacy had not wished 
him, but it was a political question on 
which, however, they soon gave way, 
Sarto became the ideal of the Vene­ 
tians. When blB gondola went through 
the canals the people ruihed on the 
bridges and along the sides of the 
oanals, kneeling and saluting, thé 
women exclaiming, “God Wcss our pa»> 
triarch/* 
The new pope used then to say that 
he did not like to go out of sight of 
tho lions of St. Mark, which now he i 
will never see agam, if, as is almost 
sure, he follows the rule inaugurated 
by his two predecessors never to leave 
the Vatican. 
In a few cases in whioh he came tO 
Rome, on returning when asked if he 
enjoyed the gorgeoasness of tiie papal 
court and the 
magnliieence of 
tho 
functions^, Sarto answered: **When I 
am there I feel like a iish out of water.*' 
He has very modest tastes, having 
tained almost the same haUt^ as 


he was a mere curate at Salpa70. He 
was sovore but was 
just 
with hi® 
cltì!^^ 
There is nothing he disililoiff 
so much as pubiic^v, detesting tho 
pralso and complimonts of courtfera^ 
Prattkneaa is another of his pi'inclpal 
Qualitios, 
although 
he fs oomewhat 
timid. 
As the Italians say, ho ho« no harin 
on his tongiio or pen. Even so, Piux X 
often wrote truths which were perhapi? t 
unpleasant. 
The rplations of Sarto with tho house 
of Savoy are woll illustrated by what 
occuiTed two months ago. when the 
king of Italy went to Venire to opnn 
tho Intornational Art Exhibition. King 
Victor Emmanuel gave orders that tho 
patriarch be given procederico over all 
the local authorities, but Sarto havingf 
arrived while tho king was speaking to 
tho prefect, who is tho highest govern­ 
ment ofiiclnl In the provinco, he re* 
fused to be announced and said htfi 
would not disturb his majesty. Ho re-» 
mained in an anteehambor, affably 
converslnf? with tho generals and admi­ 
rals gathered there. 
Whon tfio Itlng 
learned of his presence ho camo 
rcceive him on the throshold of tU® 
chamber and Kept him In conversation» 
accompanying him afterwards in H 
gondola» while all tho soldiers andt 
guards rendered Sarto military honor»* 
Naturally this does not moan that 
Sarto, onco pope, will fundamentally 
change the policy that the church hM 
adopted towards the Italian state, but 
certainly his personal feoling will b9 • 
favorable to moderation. 
The elder brother of the popo. An­ 
gelo, lives in the village of Dellograiie, 
provine of Mantua, being the postman 
Df the district and roceiving |8 0 • 
year for his duties. 
Ho adds to bia • 
income by keeping a shop in which àe 
sells tobacco and pork. His two daugk- 
ters are the belles of the village, being 
known for miles around as the ‘‘hand­ 
some Sarto sisters.'* 
When Piua X was bishop of Mantut 
his brother, Angelo, used often to go » 
there for reasons connected wj|fi hliei 
postal service. Tho other clerks woulfl . 
ask him jokingly whyvhis brother dl4 » 
not find him a bettor position. Angelo» ^ 
with sturdy Independence, answereil ^ 
that ho preferred only to bo what hO > 
could make himself.

lu this wise: One day in April 
y^^^J^ I chanced to meet a couple 
of urchins who liad been rob- 
bing crows' nest, thinking they were 
doing a vast good for the farmers by 
exterminating the robbers of their 
cornflelds. 
I had long believed that 
the crow was not so black as he was 
painted, and that for every kernel of 
corn he stole be destroyed many grubs 
and Insects, which would have Injured 
the crops far more than the bird could 
tiave done with all of his depredations.

The brilliantly plumed birds of the 
tropical forests are exposed to many

"There Is money in raising ostriches, 
and this fact has been demonstrated 
by the owners of an ostrich farm in 
Arizona," 
remarked 
Colonel W. S. 
Madley, of Phoenix, Ariz. "There are 
now about 100 ostriches on this farm, 
and all the birds are doiiig well. The 
farm was first started as^^n experi- 
ment, but it has proved to be a fairly 
qood business venture. 
T h ^ ostrich 
has many peculiar habits, a n d t o o k 
fiome time for the managers of 
farm to learn how to handle these 
hara Desert birds. For instance, the' 
female makes a nest by scratching a 
hole In the ground large enough to hold 
a bushel basket. She lays twenty eggs 
before she commences to sit. 
Each 
oiig is left just outside the nest until 
the twenty eggs encircle the hole in 
the ground. Then the female kicks all 
the eggs into the hole with one foot. 
She sits at night, and the male sits on 
the nest in the daytime, thus taking 
turn about until the young ostrlchcs 
are hatched, 
i 


"A young ostrich must be one year 
old before it can be 'picked.* An os- 
trich has scarcely any feathers on its 
jieck and_ breast, and is, therefore, an 
ungainly "looking bird. The long feath- 
ers, known in the trade as ostrich 
plumes, are plucked from the wings. 
These plumes are shipped to New 
York, and bring from $7 to 
per. 
pound. 
Of course, these plumes are 
there cleaned and steamed and, when 
fully prepared for the millinery mar- 
ket, bring from $7 to $0 apiece. An old 
ostrich is worth from $75 to $100, and 
a young one is worth from $40 to $50, 
and they are sold at those prices to 
menageries and zoological 
gardens 
throughout the country. 
Another rev- 
enue comes to this farm from the sale 
of ostrich eggs. Persons buy them as 
curiosities, paying $5 apiece for them. 
It has been found that the ostrich 
thrives splendidly on the alfalfa grass 
that grows wild In Arizona. 
Some- 
times corn is fed to them. It is quite 
amusing to see a long necked ostrich 
swallow a whole ear of corn as easily 
as a chicken swallows one grain of 
corn."—Globe-Democrat.

Mysteries of the Atom. 
By the Editor of the Mall and Express. 
IIEMtSTS from all over the w^orld, assembled at an tnternn* 
tional congress at Berlin, gathered to see a German professor 
reveal, In a darkened room, particles of various metals shin­ 
ing weirdly in the light cast by a tiny speck of dark powder 
on a piece of paper. This powder, which weighed but 15-100 
of a grain, Avas of the lately discovered element and metal, 
polonium, the companion of radium as an object of the 
world’s astonishment. It gives out light and heat, “miracu­ 
lously,” those say who have not yet found out what the 
miracle is. 
Light-bearing as they are, these substances had to bo chased for centuries 
through the darkest corners of the earth before they were found. Polonium, 
like radium, is derived from uranium, w^here it is so thinly distributed that its 
presence has to bo Iiiiaglned with a great effort; and uranium Itself is derived 
ordinarily from pitchblende, w'hich, in turn, is something that the ordinary per­ 
son knows nothing about. Somcw’here on a lonely spot on the northern shore 
of Lake Superior the observant scientist may stumble on a little of it. Yet 
wherever urauium exists it will turn a bit of colorless glass, thrown on the 
earth, to a green tint. 
Mystery stiil resides, not only for the lay mind, but for the chemists them­ 
selves, in these strange new radiant metals. They bring us to the threshold 
of the inilnite—but do not let us in. At the same time that they promise new 
and wonderful knovrledge, they upset most of the theorlPs that Ave have been 
going on. They seem to conduct us into the presence and power of an agency 
in nature that transcends all the accepted rules and necessitates new explana­ 
tions. 
There are emanations from matter wiiich Ave know nothing about. 
Are these emanations in themselves a special kind of matter, or are they 
merely vibrations in a passive medium? And is the atom really an “atom,” 
an uncut little particle, or is it a whh*ling vortex, possessing all sorts of 
strange poAvers and properties? 
These are questions that the chemists are trying to find the answer to while 
they chase these radio-active elements through the dark corners of the earth- 
through its uraniums and thoriums and heliums and radiums. 
Betw^een the 
bewilderlngly vast and lofty problems presented by Dr. Alfred Russel W’^allace 
and others in their speculations and disputes about the starry universe, and the 
bewilderlngly momenrous question raised by these chemists who are conducting 
us into tl;' presence-of the whirling, radiant atom, W’e are just Avhere Isaac 
Watts wi:.i when he wrote; 200 years ago: 
“Lord, on a. narrow neck of land, 
'Twixt two infinities, I stand.” 
And so far as w*e can tell from what the scientists have so iar revealed to 
us, wo must stand there for a little time yet.

TESTING OIL CAKE. 
'A simple way to test the quality of 
oil cake is to throw a few thandful« 
of the ground article Into boiling water 
and let it cool.

^ h c n Apple Trees Bear Fruit. 


Apple trees do not bear full crops un- 
til ten years old or more. Making an 
estimate it may be claimed that a tree 
twenty years old ^^M11 produce from 
twenty-five to forty bushels of apples. 
A pear tree fifteen years old should 
produce twenty to thirty bushels. 
A 
peach tree four years old should pro- 
duce from four to ten bushels. A tree 
may not do so well in some sections, 
as much depends upon the variety and 
also the care bestowed. 


Shipping: Fruit to Market» 


Those who ship fruit to market may 
not be familiar with the methods of 
handling fruit by the carriers and 
merchants. 
Fruit started from tho 
farm may be apparently well and 
properly packed, and yet arrive in the 
market in poor condition. The packing 
of fruit for market requires judgment 
and experience. There is something 
to learn, and every grower 
should 
give attention to securing information 
in that direction. One of the most 
Important points is to have the fruit 
uniform, and of the same quality at 
the bottom of the basket or box as 
at the top. buyers always making close 
examination. 


Are Carefully Kept from All Points 


by New Seismograph. 


We havd lately heard much of the 
wonderful manner in 
which 
earth- 
quake 
disturbances 
are 
registered 
very often at places 
remote 
from 
their center of activity. 
Thus the 
Beismograph Invented by Prof. John 
Milne, and kept at hiS home in the 
Isle of Wight, has been known to re- 
cord earth vibrations which had their 
origin at the other siue of the world. 
The main feature of the instrument 
is a slender rod of steel about a yard 
long, which is attached to a 
solid 
upright, the two being arranged lilie 
a mast and boom of a ship. 
At the 
ends of this delicately balanced hori- 
zontal rod or pendulum is a tiny plate 
of brass with a slit in it parallel wltti 
the boom itself. This crosses a simi- 
lar slit at right angles to it in the top 
of a box which contains 
a 
slowly 
traveling ribbon of sensitive photo- 
graphic paper, and by means of a 
lamp and mirror a beam of light is 
sent through the croesod slits 
onto 
the paper below. So long as the boom 
remains perfectly still 
the 
record 
traced on the paper by the light takes 
the form of a continuous line; but 
when the delicate rod is caused to 
vibrate the line is interrupted by lat- 
eral thickenings. 
As the paper tape 
is marked with hours and minutes 
the exact time when any earth dis- 
turbance takes place is plainly indi- 
cated.

Old Stra-n berry Beds* 


"How many years can I make a 
strawberry bed bear fruit? Is it true 
that I must plant every year a new 
bed?*' 
No, it is not true, although, 
where you r.re growing strawberries 
for profit it is not advisable to under- 
take to get but one heavy, full crop be- 
fore turning under. I frequently get a 
fairly good crop from a bed that is in 
bearing four years. 
The fact is that 
to perpetuate a strawberry bed for 
proilt—certainly beyond the second or 
third 
years, is 
more expense and 
trouble than to plant new ones- I am 
letting one old bed run wild this year. 
In the old rows I dug away enough to 
let me plant corn. 
The corn gave a 
splendid crop, while the vines were 
tunning between the rows. I have cut 
the corn, and now shall cover the bed 
with compost. 
In the spring I shall 
plow out the old rows, corn stumps 
and all^ and leave the new vines that 
have grown between the rows to bear. 
They have not established themselves 
quite -evenly, but have done so well 
that I shall have a good bed. The only 
trouble will be that these rows are a 
shade lower than the soil, which I 
shall plow; they should stand a little 
higher. The one-crop plan has the ad- 
vantage of getting rid of weeds, in- 
sects and rusts.—E. P. Powell, in New 
York Tribune Farmer, 
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CoTcr Crops For Orcliardf* 


On the management of the orchard 
depends success in fruit growing. 
All 
work should be done at the proper 
time. To secure the best results with 
a cover crop that lives over winter it 
should be plowed under early in the 
spring while it is sufilciently succulent 
to rapidly decay. A crop that is plowed 
under late in the spring, after it be- 
comes more or less woOdy, decays 
slowly, keeps the soil too loose and 
serves then rather to dry it out than to 
retain moisture. In some sections also 
the crop may do injury by the evapor- 
ation of moisture from its leaves if al- 
lowed to grow too late in spring. 
The 
kind of crop to grow can only be deter- 
mined by local conditions. In general 
the best crops are those that can be 
grown after tree growth stops, con- 
tinue growth late in the fall, make a 
close, thick cover, live over winter and 
furnish green manure. 
Red clover, 
though a good green manurlal crop, is 
not suitable in orchards, as It does not 
start well until late in summer and re- 
quires too much time to reach full de- 
velopment. 
In Canada the mammoth 
clover serves well. In New York both 
the mammoth clover and the European 
vetch havejjeen found excellent, Soja 
beans and cow peas have given good 
results as far north as Connecticut. 
In New York field peas remain green 
after frost and make a good covering. 
In New Jersey crimson clover sown in 
July proved a valuable crop for the 
purpose. 
In some sections it }s liable 
to be winter killed if sown too late. 
When a non-nitrogenous fertilizer is 
not desired rye makes a good covei 
crop. It is useful on light sandy lands, 
and oats, barley, millet and wheat may 
be resorted to if necessary, A crop of 
crimson clover plowed under Jn May, 
and the land at once seeded to the 
•'WonderfuU' variety of cow peas, the 
vines to remain on the ground through 
the winter, is a practice which hae 
given excellent results, wiih some lime 
bein^ always applied when the cropj

Two letters "N" are in front 
of the Pavilion Tremoille. initials that 
recall the great Napoleon, whose vic- 
tories iu Italy gave him the spoils of 
its works of art in tho beginning of the 
last century, that were placed in the 
Louvre, which Under his direction was 
restored and completed and made the 
repository of the art works of France.

TO DECORATE HAMMOCKS.’ 
Hammocks are greatly improved by 
a little decoration. The easiest way of 
making a hammock look gay and pwt- 
ty is to make a short flounce of flow 
?red chintz and sew It on oach side* 
then put in wooden extension sticks, 
and make four cuLhions of the samo 
chlntx, two at each end- Embroidered 
sailcloth makes pretty hammocks; the 
sailcloth Is cut the length required, and 
A pattern in outline stitch Is worked on 
It wit.i a large darning needle and 
double zephyr wool. 
At each end a 
hem is made, large enough to slip a 
brass or wooden, roti through. A small 
curtain rod can be procured for this 
purpose, cut the length desired, with 
ball ornaments a t either end to screw 
on, A brass chain can be bought by 
the yard, and cut In three lengths, 
about three-quarters of a yard long, 
the centre one a little shorter, so that 
when fastened to the rod and brought 
to a point on a ring the hammock will 
hang comfortably. To the ring which 
holds the chains ordinary hammock 
rope can be spliced and hung in the 
asual way. A small silk ruflle on either 
side of the embroidered sailcloth serves 
IS a finish.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

DAINTY BEDSPREADS. 
The busy housewife who has a taste 
but no time for embroidery, yat would 
like to have pretty bedspreads, toilet 
covers, screens and other dainty things 
in her bedroom, will find a few sugges­ 
tions useful.

wliJch it is easy to draw flowers or 
leaves. 
One wreath of wild roses or another 
of daisies has a good effect. The small­ 
er circle of green leaves, and the larger 
of any simple flower, is a good idea. 
When the flowers have been sketched 
stain them the color desired with a 
fast dye. There are several dj^es that 
will stand careful washing, violet ink 
or red ink, for instance. 
After the designs have been stained 
outline them with single zephyr worst* 
ed, which washes admirably, 
W'ash 
silk is pretty and dainty, but it is not 
so effective and takes more time. 
Tho easiest outline stitch Is to sew 
around the design with simple, run­ 
ning stitch, and then going over it 
again catch each stitch in over-and- 
over fashion. This gives a ropo effect 
which looks well, 
A bureau cover to match the spread 
made In the samo way with smaller 
circles, would be decorative, and pan­ 
els for a screen look effective done in 
this way.—New York Journal.

Mysteries of the Atom. 


B y the E d i t o r o f t h e M a l l a n d E x p r e s s . 


IIEMISTS from all over the world, assembled at an interna- 
tional congress at Berlin, gathered to see a German professor 
reveal, In a darkened room, particles of various metals shin- 
ing weirdly in the light cast by a tiny speck of dark powder 
on a piece of paper. This powder, which weighed but 15-100 
of a grain, was of the lately discovered element and metal, 
polonium, the companion of radium as an object of the 
world's astonishment. 
It gives out light and heat, "miracu- 
lously," those say who have not yet found out what the 
miracle is. 


Light-bearing as they are, these substances had to bo chased for centuries 
through the darkest corners of the earth before they were found. Polonium, 
lli£e radium, is derived from uranium, where it is so thinly distributed that Us 
presence has to bo Inraglned with a great effort; and uranium Itself is derived 
ordinarily from pitchblende, which, in turn, is something that the ordinary per- 
son knows nothing about. Somewhere on a lonely spot oh the northern shore 
of Lake Superior the observant scientist may stumble on a little of it. Yet 
wherever uranium exists It will turn a bit of colorless glass, thrown on the 
earth, to a green tint. 


Mystery stUl resides, not only for the lay mind, but for the chemists them- 
selves, in these strange new radiant metals. They bring us to the threshold 
of the inlinite—but do not lot us In. At the same time that they promise new 
and wonderful knovrledge. they upset most of tlie theories that we have been 
going on. They seem to conduct us Into the presence and power of an agency 
In nature that transcends all the accepted rules and necessitates new explana- 
tions. 
There are emanations from matter which we know 
Are these emanations iu themselves a special kind of matter, or are they 
merely vibrations in a passive medium? 
And is the atom really an "atom," 
an uncut little particle, or is It a whirling vortex, possessing all sorts of 
strange powers and properties? 


These are questions that the chemists are trying to find the answer to while 
they chase these radio-active elements through the dark corners of the earth- 
through Its uraniums and thoriums and heliums and radiums. 
Betn^een the 
bewilderingly vast and lofty problems presented by Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace 
and others In their speculations and disputes about the starry universe, and the 
bewllderingly momemous question raised by these chemists who are conducting 
us into tl: ^ presence- of tlie whirling, radiant atom, we are just Avhcre Isaac 
Watts Avao when he wrote; 200 years ago: 


*'Lord, on a. narrow neck of land, 
'Twixt two infinities, I stand." 


And FO far as we can tell from what the scientists have so iar revealed to 
us, we must stand there for a little time yet 
Fishermen Should 


Be Classified 


B y F o r m e r P r e s i d e n t G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d . 


OST of us who fish in a fair, well-bred and reasonable way, for 
the purpose of recreation and as a means of Increasing tbe 
table pleasures of ourselves or our friends, may well regret 
the apparently unalterable decreo which gives to all those who 
lish, under the spur of any motive—good, bad or indifferent—tlie 
name of 
fisherman. 
We certainly have nothing In common 
with those who fish for a livelihood, unless it be a desire to 
catch fish. We have, in point of fact, no closer relationship 
than this, with the murderously Inclined, whose only motive in 
fishing is'to make large catches, and whose solo pleasure In the 
pursuit is the gratification of a greedy propensity. Nevertheless, we, and tliose 
with whom we have so little sympathy, are, by a sort of unavoidable law of 
gravitation, classoil together in the same fraternity, and called 
fishermen. 
Occasionally weak attempts have been made to classify the best of this fra- 
ternity under the name of anglers, or' by some title of that kind, but such 
efforts have alwavs failed. Even Isaak Walton could not change the current 
of human thought by calling his Immortal book '"The Compleat Anglor." • So 
It seems, however much those who fish may differ iu social standing, In dispo- 
sition aiid cliaracter, in motive and ambition, and even In mode of operation, 
all must abide, to the end of the chapter. In the contemplation of the outside 
world, within the brotherhood caUed "Fishermen." 
Happily, however, this 
g r o u p i n g of incongi'uous elements under a common name 'docs not prevent 
those of us who properly appreciate the Importance of upholding the respecta- 
bility of decent fishing from coming to an agreement concerning, certain causes 


of congi-atulation and certain rules of conduct, 


\ t this season, when the activities of genteel fishing usually begin, it Is 
fitting that a word should be si>oken that may not only redound to our com- 
fort and satisfaction, but may guard us against temptations that easily beset 
even the best of fishermen. 
We who claim to represent the highest fishing aspirations are sometimes 


Inclined to complain on days when the fish refuse to bite. There can be no 
worse exhibition that this of an entire misconception of a wise arrangement 
for our benefit. We should always remember tliat we have about us on every 
side thousands of those who claim membership In the fishing fraternity, be- 
cause, in a v^'ay, they love to fish, when the fish bite-and only then. 
These 
are contented only when capture is constant, and their only conception of the 
pleasures of fishing rests upon uninterrupted slaughter. 
If we reflect for a 
n^oment upon the consequences of turning an army of fishermen like these 
loose upon fish that would bite every day and every hour, we shall see how 
nicely the Vlt'Issitudes of fishing have been adjusted, and how precisely and 
usefully the fatal attack of discouraging bad luck selects its victims. 
If on 
days when we catch few or no fish we feel symptoms of disappointment, these 
should Immediately give way to satisfaction v;hen we remember how many 
spurious and discouraged fishermen are spending their time In hammocks or 
under trees or on golf fields, instead of with fishing outfits, solely on account 
of .lust such unfavorable days. Wo have no assurance that if fish could be 
easily taken at all times the fishing waters within our reach would not be de- 
populated a horrible thing to contemplate. Let it not be said that such consid- 
erations as these savor of uncharitableness and selfisluiess on our part. 
Wo 
are only recognizing tJie doctrine of the survival of the fittest as applied to 
fishermen and claiming that these ''fittest" should have the best chance. 


What has been said natiu'ally leads to the suggestion that consistency rc- 
cuires thoFo of us wlio are right minded fishermen to reasonably limit our- 
selves as to the number of fish we should take on favorable days. On no ac- 
count should edible fish be caught in such quantities as to be wasted. 
By 
restraining ourselves in this matter we discourage in our own natures the 
'"rowth of greed, we prevent wicked waste, Ave make It easier for us to bear 
Tlie fall between what we n^ay determine upon as decent good luck and bad 
luck or no luck, and we make ourselves at all points better men and better 
lishermon, 


We ought not to forget these things as we enter upon the pleasure of our 
summer's 
fishing, But In any event let us take Avith us when we go out good 
tackle, good bait and plenty of patience. If the Avlnd is In the south or Avest, 
«0 much the better, but let's go, Avherever the wind may be. If Ave catch fish, 
we sliall add zest to our recreation. If we catch none, Ave shall still have the 
outing and the recreation—more healthful and more enjoyable than can be 
gained iu any other Avay.—The Independent.

TESTING OIL CAKE. 


A simple way to test the quality ot 
oil cake is to throw a few ihandfuhi 
of the ground article Into boiling water , 
and let it cool. The amount of scum V 
at the top will show the oil, along with' 
the straws, chaff and light weed seed 
contained in It, the sediment at the 
bottom Avlll show the sand and dirt» 
while tlie odor AA'IU indicate Avhether 
it is made of sound or inferior seed. 
This last point is a very important 
one. 


VARIETY IN FOOD. 


Stock should be fed a A^ariety of food. 
Many flocks and herds have to subsist 
almost entirely ui>on grain foods the 
entire year, Avhich Is an injudiclou» 
mode\of feeding. 
Vegetables, either 
raAV or cooked, or mixed Avlth ground 
grain, are excellent, but there is noth- 
ing equaling a liberal supply of grain 
morning and night, with plenty of 
grass during the day, and if the pasture 
is supplied with a mixed herbage, so 
much the better. Variety conduces to 
health and promotes thrift. 


PASTURE AT NIGHT. 


To my mind there is nothing better 
iu Avarm weather than to turn cows 
(nto pasture nights—better for the cowa 
and for the pasture. Barns should be 
well lighted and ventilated. 
Would 
not keep cows in stanchions all winter; 
it Is not good for the general health" 
of the animal, nor for the production 
of a first class dairy product. 
They 
should be turned into a sheltered yard 
twice a day to drink. We cannot af- 
ford to keep our cows other than we 
do our families—in clean, sweet, com- 
fortable quarters. 
Take care of your 
dairy cow as you would 3'our driving 
horse,—C. D. Richardson, in The Culti- 
vator, 


A GRAVEL WALK^ 


A solid, clean path to walk upon In 
rainy weather is a real satisfaction to 
the occupants of any farm. To make 
one, dig a shalloAv trench 
first. 
It 
should bo made the desired width of 
the path, and strips of board should be 
arranged on the sides to keep the outer 
edges of the Avalk straight. 
Place in 
the bottom of the trench round stones 
about ten or twelve Inches In diameter 
and In among them put smaller ones 
to level up; then on top of rocks fill in 
sufllclent gravel to round up the path 
a little above level 
of 
surrounding 
ground, and you will have a straight 
path free from gx'ass or weeds.—The 
Epltomist. 


FOOD AND STOCK. 


The food animals cousume modifies 
the character of their flesh. Ttu-nlps 
yield a peculiar flavor-to mutton. The 
flavor of mutton from sheep that have 
lived upon the highland is different 
from that of sheep Avhich have ob- 
tained their food chiefly from the low- 
lands. The garlic of the meadows and 
some fragrant herbs modify tlie flavor 
of the meat. Oily food tends to make 
the fat soft. Hens partly fed on scraps 
of decayed meat yield eggs that are at 
once unpleasant to the taste and un- 
healthy. Feeding the animals for hu- 
man food -is then of great importance," 
and demands experience. 
It is not 
enough that food makes fat—it should 
also Impart an agreeable flavor.

To repair buggy or wagon shafts, 
take a small rope (a) and loop It over 
ends of shafts and with a stick twist 
the rope until the shafts are snug up 
to shoulders of crossbar (b). Cut two 


TIGHTENED THILLS.

SEED CORN. 


To procure good seed corn, I have 
found, by actual experience, that H 
pays to have a piece of ground in the 
garden, or any other place wfiere there 
is no other corn growing' near by, 
Plow the ground and prepare it In 
good shape. 
Now select your seed, 
any variety you wish, but see that you 
have the proper size and shape of ear, 
Mark 
the 
ground 
three feet eight 
inches apart, and if no marker is handy, 
use an empty planter. Plant corn onq 
grain iJi hill four feet apart In row; 
with a hoe. Cultivate often and keep 
free from Aveeds, See that every stalk 
not having a^good shoot or silk by the 
time the tassel comes Is at once cut 
away.' I grow my seed in this way and 
can see a marked difference in my 
corn. Txy it and you will never re-

Fatal Accident at Altoona. 
The Altoona Morning Times of Sat­ 
urday contains the following account 
of the accident by -which Bernard Wag­ 
ner, son of Mr. and Mrs, Nicholas Wag­ 
ner, of Hanover, lost his life: 
Shortly after 9 o’clock last night an 
accident occim ^ on the Holldaysburg 
branch ral^Q jrat Ninth Avenue, in 
which Beri®^Wagner, 19 years old, 
received injuries which resulted in his 
death a short time later. 
Claude Forney, a ^companion» was 
slightly injured, while Harry Ohm, who 
accompanied them, escaped injury. 
The three young men arc residents of 
Hanover, Pa., and were employed as 
moulders at the plant of the Altoona 
Foundry and Machine Company. They 
boarded at the homo of .Tames Haines, 
2914 W. Chestnut Avenue. After get­ 
ting through with their work Friday, 
they came to town and were on their 
way home when the accident occurred. 
They were walking out the branch rail­ 
road and Btepped oil one track to the 
other to get out of the way of a train 
coming to the city. Ohm stepped be 
tween the tracks and escaped Injury 
Wagner and Forney stepped to the par­ 
allel track and were struck by another 
train running in the opposite direction. 
Wagner was struck on the back of 
the head and his skull waa crushed. 
Ho waa thrown in front of the train 
which ran oVer him, crushing his right 
leg oft above t'he knee. Forney who was 
on the outside of the track, was struck 
in the back and on the shoulder and 
hurled over the bank. 
Witnesses of the 
accident promptly notified the hospital 
and the ambulance was dispatched to 
the scene. The young men were remov­ 
ed to the hospital where it was seen that 
Wagner’s injtxries were of a fatal char­ 
acter. Nothing coiild bo done to save 
his life and he died shortly after 10 o’­ 
clock. He was a Catholic and before his 
death the last rites of that church were 
administered. Besides bis parents he is 
survived by eeveral brothers and sisters. 
Forney,, who was badly stunned, after 
being taken to the hospital soon recov­ 
ered and was able to go to his boarding 
house later in the night. 


Wagner’s young companions say that 
he was conscious for half an hour before 
his death and that his iHmuuialions (hat 
he could not see his mother once more 
were pitiful. His remains were brought 
to Hanover on Sunday anil interred in 
tiie Catholic cemetery Tuesday morning. 
Deceased was a member of the I. C. B. 
A., of this place.

TO DECORATE HAMMOCKS.' 


Hammocks are greatly improved by 
a little decoration. The easiest way of 
making a hammock look gay and pwt- 
ty is to make a short flounce of flow 
?red chintz and sew It on each side, 
then put iu wooden exteusiou sticks, 
and make four cushions of the samo 
chintz, two at each end. Embroidered 
sailcloth makes pretty hammocks; the 
sailcloth Is cut the length required, and 
a pattern in outline stitch is "worked on 
It wlt.i a large darning noodle and 
double zephyr wool. 
At oacb end a 
hem is made, large eniough to slip a 
brass or wooden, rou through. A small 
curtain rod can be procured for this 
purpose, cut the length desh'od, with 
ball ornaments at either end to screw 
on, A brass chain can be bought by 
the yard, and cut in three lengths, 
about three-quarters of a yard long, 
the centrc one a little shorter, so that 
5vhen fastened to the rod and brought 
to a point on a ring the hammock will 
hang comfortably. To the ring which 
holds the chains ordinary hammoclc 
rope can be spliced and hung in the 
isual way. A small silk ruflle on either 
side of the embroidered sailcloth sei'vcs 
is a finish.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

FaUl Accident at Altoona. 


The Altoona Morning Times of Sat- 
urday contains the following account 
of the accident by which Bernard Wag- 
ner, sou of Mr. and Mrs, Nicholas Wag- 
ner, of Hanover, lost his life: 


Shortly after 9 o'clock last night an 
accident occurr^ on the Holidaysburg 
branch r a i ^ f c ^ t Ninth A-venue, in 
which B e r J I l i ^ a g n e r , 19 years old, 
received injuries which resulted in his 
death a short time later. 


Claude Forney, a 'companion, was 
slightly Injured, while Harry Ohm, who 
accompanied them, escaped injury. 


The three young men are residents of 
Hanover, Pa., and were employed as 
moulders at the plant of the Altoona 
Foundry and Machine Company. 
They 
boarded at the home of James Haines, 
2914 W. Chestnut Avenue. After get- 
ting through with their work Friday, 
they came to town and were on their 
way home when the accident occurred. 
They were walking out the branch rail- 
road and stepped ol! one track to the 
other to get out of the way of a train 
coming to the city. Ohm stepped be 
tween the tracks and escaped injury 
Wagner and Forney stepped to the par- 
allel track and were struck by another 
train running in the opposite direction. 
Wagner was struck on the back of 
the head and his skull was crushed. 
Ho was thrown in front of the train 
which ran oVer him, crushing his right 
leg off above t'he knee. Forney who was 
on the outside of the track, was struck 
in the back and on the shoulder and 
hurled over the bank. 
Witnesses of the 
accident promptly notified the hospital 
and the ambulance was dispatched to 
the sccne. The young men were remov- 
ed to the hospital where it was seen that 
Wagner's injuries were of a fatal char- 
acter. Nothing cohld bo done to save 
his life and he died shortly alter 10 o'- 
clock. He was a Catholic and before his 
death the last rites of that church were 
administered. 
Besides his parents \icis 
survived by several brothers and sisters. 


Forney,, who was badly stunned, after 
being taken to the hospital soon recov- 
ered and was able to go to his boarding 
house later in the night. 


Wagner's young companions say that 
he was conscious for half an hour before 
his death and that his lamentations that 
he could not see his mother once more 
were pitiful. His remains were brought 
to Hanover on Sunday and interred in 
the Catholic cemetery Tuesday morning. 
Deceasu^ was a member of the I. G. B. 
A., of this place.

W’hlle the motion of the earth is con­ 
tinuous, as compared with any other 
celestial body, it is rhythmic. 
Com­ 
pared with a fixed star, it gives us the 
siderlal day, with the sun, the solar 
day, nearly four minutes longer,, with 
the moon, the lunar day, longer still 
by forty-nine minutes. 
The siderlal 
day is reckoned only by astronomers. 
Tlie lunar day finds expression in the 
tides. Besides the day, there are two 
otlier natural time limits, the month, 
or rhythmic period of the moon re­ 
garded as a luminary, and the year, or 
rhythm of the earth's orbit. The gen­ 
eration and the dynasty are two time 
measures of waning importance. 


IRRIGATING STRAWBERRIES. \ 
'A summary of the results of all the 
experiments at the 'Govemmént ita- 
tions throughout the country, about to 
be published by the Department of 
Agriculture, seems to ëhow that wheï© 
the cost of applying water is not too 
great irrigation of strawberries is of 
great value in Insuring a full crop of 
fruit each season. The water should 
be applied at about fruit time, in the 
furrows, and allowed to slowly flow, 
down them, rather than by fioodioff. 
This may seem like a suggestion of lit­ 
tle value at this season of the year, 
when it is too late to water this crop 
of berries. 
It is not too early, how­ 
ever, to begin to plan for water for the 
next year’s crop, as it must be remem­ 
bered that water cannot be applied out 
of hand like 'fertilizer. In most coses 
even with the “water easily available 
quite a little system will have to be de­ 
vised to Irrigate the strawberry patch 
or other garden crops. 


'Almost every day brings forth some 
evidence of the extreme durability of 
the pressed steel car.

The car was not seriously 
damaged, and on being placed on the 
tracks again was able to resume its 
trip without any attention whatever. 


ORCHARD NOTES BY AN EXPERT. 
Good drainage, natural or artificial, 
is essential to success. Trees are. Im­ 
patient of wet feet. 
Good tillage Increases the available 
food supply of the soil, and nlsjo con­ 
serves its moistm’e. 
Tillage should be begun Just as soon 
as the ground Is dry enough in the 
spring, and should be repeated as often 
as once in ten days throughout the 
growing season, »which extends from 
spring until July or August. 
Only cultivated crops should be al­ 
lowed in orchards early in the season. 
Grain and hay should never be grown. 
Even-hocd or cultivated crops may rob 
the trees of moisture and fertility if 
they are allowed to stand above the 
tree roots. Watch a sod orchard. It 
will begin to fail before you know it. 
Probably nine-tenths of the apple or­ 
chards are in sod, and many of them 
are meadows. Of course they are fail- 


The remedy of these apple failures !s 
to cut down many of thé orchards. For 
the remainder the treatment is cultiva­ 
tion, fertilization, spraying—the trinity 
of orthodox apple growing.—Professor 
L, H. Bailey, in The Cultivator.

WHEN BIRDS MAKk MISTAKES. 


Dftnirertor Contact W ith ClTlllaailon iiii4 
th e neitiABd of irnm itunil Comdlilottt. 
Probably in a state of wild nature 
birds never make mistakes, but whei-e 
tho}^ come in contact with our civiliza­ 
tion and arc confronted by now condi­ 
tions they very naturally make mis­ 
takes. For instance, their cunning la 
nest-building sometimes deserts them. 
The art of the bird is to conceal its 
nest both as to position and as to ma­ 
terial. but no^Y and thou It is betrayed 
Into weaving into its structure showy 
and bizarre bits of this or that, which 
give its secret away, and which seem 
to violate all the traditions of its kind. 
I have the picture of a robin’s nest be­ 
fore me, upon the outside of which are 
stuck a small muslin fiovrer, a leaf 
fi*om a small calendar and a photo­ 
graph of a local celebrity. A more in­ 
congruous use of material In bird ar­ 
chitecture it Avould be hard to find. I 
have been told of another robin’s nest 
upon the outside of which the bird had 
fastened a wooden label from a nearby 
flower bed. marked “Wake Robin.” 
Still another nest I have seen built 
upon a large, showy foundation of the 
paper-like flowers of Antennaria, or 
everlasting. 
The w’*ood thrush fre­ 
quently weaves a fragment of news­ 
paper or a white rag into the founda­ 
tion of its nest. “Evil communications 
corrupt good manners.” 
The news­ 
paper and the rag bag unsettle the wits 
of the birds. 
The phoebe bird is capable of this 
kind of mistake or Indiscretion. 
All 
the past generations of her tribe have 
built upon natural and, therefore, neu­ 
tral sites, usually under shelving and 
overhanging rocks, and 
the art of 
adapting the nest to its surroundings, 
blending it with them, has been highly 
developed. But phoebe now frequently 
builds under our sheds and porches, 
where, so far as concealment is con­ 
cerned, a change of material, say from 
moss to dry grass or shreds of bark, 
would be an advantage to her. But she 
departs not a bit from the family tra­ 
ditions; she uses the same woodsy 
mosses, which in some cases, especially 
when the nest is placed upon unevenly 
sawed timber, makes her secret an 
open one to all eyes.—John Burroughs, 
in the Century.

Machinery 
That 
Saves Time. 
Handling the “wash” or o c«?m\ lin­ 
ers, dining and sleeping cars, and res­ 
taurants has now become a distlnctivq, 
branch of modem laundry work, and 
calls for high power machli cry, ex­ 
pensive washing equipment, and à per­ 
fect organization. From the old-fash­ 
ioned round tub. the fluted i^Tiahboard, 
the wringer, and the force of a human 
arm, and the flatiron to the revolving 
washer, the centrifugal water extract­ 
or, and the steam-driven mangle, is a 
long step, and though the former are 
•till in use, they are Foally the weap­ 
ons of a civilization that existed w^hen 
the world moved slo\ver than we of 
the present day are wont to travel. 
In this connection one mcfy point to 
the Chinaman Avho, because he has not 
kept pace with modem Ideas and im­ 
provements, is gradually losing his 
Identity as the laundryman of the peo­ 
ple. and must ultimately be driven 
from the washtub to other fields of 
activity. 
The modem laundry has reduced the 
washing of clothes and household linen 
to an exact science, and while ona 
may question 
its 
reliability 
as 
regards 
the 
handling 
of 
delicate 
fabrics, it is a marvelous time-saver, 
and this very feature Is the one which 
appeals to tlie average American. It is 
not diflicult to imagine how the “wash” 
of the household can 4)o “done-up” 
quickly, but when It comes to hand­ 
ling the numerous pieces used by the 
2000 people who compose the crew and 
passengers of an ocean greyhound, the 
subject gains interest The process, 
though simple, is the result of much 
study. 
When a transatlantic 
liner, 
with, 
say, 2000 people on board, reaches port, 
the “wash” quickly follows the passen­ 
gers ashore. Its size depends upon the 
number of passengers carried and the 
length of the voyage. It may range 
from SOOO to 25.000 pieces, consisting 
mainly of sheets, table cloths, napkins, 
tow^els, etc. This, to use a laundry 
term, is “plain work.” The 
quantity 
matters little to the laundryman. His 
first move is to sort the pieces, then 
counting is done when they are tied 
Into bundles to be returned. 
The separate lots are put Into wash­ 
ers holding a solution of soap and wat­ 
er and bluing, heated by live steam. 
The washer is a large stationary cylin­ 
der, containing a smaller perforated 
cylinder, which revolves first to the 
right and then to the left a 
stated 
number of times, so that the linen is

volve several rollers, covered 
with 
wool and an outside jacket of canvas, 
which is waxed to prevent the fabrics 
from sticking to the machine and be­ 
coming wrinkled or torn. The table 
cloths, or towels, as the case may be, 
are fed Into one side of the machine, 
travel under the rollers, and then are 
carried to the imder side of the bed on 
a sheet, which, when the edge of the 
bed Is reached drops them Into another 
sheet for conveyance to the women fol­ 
ders on the opposite side to which they 
originally started. 
In cases where 
starch much be used, the fabrics are 
placed in a dry air chamber, and af­ 
terward dampened before they are fed 
to the mangles. 
Some pieces can be washed, wrung, 
and Ironed In thirty minutes, while 
others take one and a half hours. The 
“wash'' from an ocean liner Is usual­ 
ly returned within twenty-four hours, 
but when necessity arises the work 
can be finished In less than a third of 
that time. Some of the laundries han­ 
dling steamship and railroad 
work 
have a weekly capacity 
of 
700,000 
pieces, and the business has become so 
well systematized that 
hardly 
one 
piece Is lost or misplaced, and few re­ 
quire a second cleansing.—New York 
Times.

However, the germs go through In time 
by growing from space to space; and 
not only fill the porous stone, but also 
glow on the Inside. 
A filter is value- 
less unless, properly cared for. 


While the motion of the earth is con- 
tinuous, as compared with any other 
celestial body, it Is rhythmic. 
Com- 
pared with a fixed star, it gives us the 
siderlal day, with the sun, the solar 
day, nearly four minutes longer., with 
the moon, the lunar day, longer still 
by forty-nine minutes. 
The siderlal 
day Is reckoned only by astronomers. 
The lunar day finds expression in the 
tides. 
Besides the day, there are two 
other natural time limits, the month, 
or rhythmic period of the moon re- 
garded as a luminary, and the year, or 
rhythm of the earth's orbit. The gen- 
eration and the dynasty are two time 
measures of waning importance. 


IRRIGATING STRAWBERRIES. \ 
A summary of the results of all the 
experiments at the 'Govemmtot «ta- 
tlons throughout the country, about to 
bo published by the Department of 
Agriculture, seems to show that where 
the cost of applying water la not too 
great Irrigation of strawberries Is of, 
great value in Insuring a full crop of 
fruit each season. 
The water ehonld 
be applied at about fruit time, in the 
furrows, and allowed to slowly flow, 
down them, rather than by flooding» 
This may seem like a suggestion of lit- 
tle value at this ficason of the year» 
when it Is too late to water this crop 
of berries. 
It Is not too early, how- 
ever, to begin to plan for water for the 
next year's crop, as it must be remem- 
bered that water cannot be applied out 
of hand like -fertilizer. In most cases 
even with the w^ater easily available 
quite a little system will have to be de- 
vised to irrigate the strawberry patch 
or other garden crops. 


Almost every day brings forth some 
evidence of the extreme durability of 
the pressed steel car. 
Recently In Pitts- 
burg, one of these cars while being 
shifted was sent down a track which 
ran close to a stone wall of very sub- 
stantial construction in the Panhandle 
freight yards. 
The brakes failed to 
work at the proper time and the car 
crashed Into the bumper with terrible 
force. The upper part of the car was 
forced over the bumper against the 
stone wall, which was cracked In four 
places and which had every appear- 
ance of being ready to fall when it was 
taken down. The car was not seriously 
damaged, and on being placed on the 
tracks again was able to resume its 
trip w^ithout any attention whatever. 


ORCHARD NOTES BY AN EXPERT, 


Good drainage, natural or artificial, 
Is essential to success. Trees are, im- 
patient of wet feet. 


Good tillage Increases the available 
food supply of the soil, and alsjo con- 
serves its moistm'e. 


Tillage should be begun just as soon 
as the ground is dry enough in the 
spring, and should be repeated as often 
as once in ten days throughout the 
growing season, »which extends from' 
spring until July or August. 


Only cultivated crops should be al" 
lowed In orchards early in the season. 
Grain and hay should never be grown. 
Even-hoed or cultivated crops may rob 
the trees of moisture and fertility If 
they are allowed to stand above the 
tree roots. 
Watch a sod orchard. 
It 
will begin to fall before you know it. 
Probably nine-tenths of the apple or- 
chards are in sod, and many of them 
are meadows. Of course they are fail- 
ing. 


The remedy of these apple failures 5s 
to cut down many of thé orchards. For 
the remainder the treatment Is cultlva- 
tloa. fertilization, spraying—the trinity 
of orthodox apple growing.—Professor 
L, S , Bailey, In The CulUvator, 


Dr. T. Eastham in a paper recently 
read before the Bournemouth Medical 
Society in England described his ex- 
perience with a new anaesthetic, a bi- 
chloride of methylethlyae called nar- 
cotlle, which he believes has some im- 
portant advantages over thoso now in 
use, for short anaesthesia. It acts rap- 
idly and effectually, and produces no 
troublesome after effects. 
In Its ad- 
ministration the narcotlle Is placed in 
a bottle, and air forced through it to 
an Inhaler which Is held over the mouth 
and nose. 
The narcotlle is very vola- 
tile, and the air in its passage becomes 
saturated with the vapor. 
It Is also 
necessary for the same reason to keep 
the bottle In tepid water to maintain 
the requisite warmth. 
It resembles 
ether In its physiological action, but is 
rarely followed by the distressing sick- 
ness which accompanies and follows 
the administration of the latter. 
Ow- 
ing to Its extreme volatility, the patient 
rapidly recovers from It. 


STARTING 
WATERMELONS. 


An excellent method 
for 
starting 
watermelons, 
cucumbers 
and 
other 
crops for early market Is to plant the 
seed In small boxes or tubes, made of 
thick paper or cardboard. 
These are

Secure pieces of paper eleven Inches 
long and five inches wide.

farmer, liis wife and daughters, with 
every man, Avoman and child on the 
farm, looked eagerly forward to the 
harvest supper and dance which should 
mark the farmer's gratitude for the 
good thiugs a bright harvest had prom, 
ised. 


Little by little this old custom has 
died out, and one finds but few places 
in England nowadaj's where master 
and man give themselves up to pleas- 
ure for one night in the year, at least, 
together.—Loudon Mail. 


2. After several of these tubes are pre- 
pared place in a wooden box four 
inches deep, as shown in Fig. 1. 
Fill 
these tubes with earth and plant the 
seed. 


Place in a warm room, where they 
will sprout and be ready for trans- 
planting, When the time comes to put 
them out of doors, simply set the paper 
tubes wl\h the young plants in holes 
prepared for this purpose, leaving them 
in tube. Theyi will start off readily and 
produce early crops.—American Agri- 
culturist. 


Hawaii's I^oue Insect* 


Floriculture and hortlculturQ require 
but Jittle attention in the perfect Ha- 
waiian climate. 
Snow and frost arc 
unknown, as is intense heat. The days 
are pei-petual June and the nights an 
endless day. The rainfall Is moderate, 
but plentiful, and tlie dews are heavy 
and frequent. 
The only insect is the 
mosquito, which was imported from 
the United States. The tobacco worm, 
Colorado beetle, the inch worm, cab- 
bage worm, weevil, curculie, locust, 
grasshopper and other plagues of the 
farmer are scarcely represented in the 
archipelago. 
The reptile kingdom is 
so poorly developed that it had no rep- 
resentatives in Hawaii. 
It is now 
known to have a few, iiut with the 
exception of the sea turtle family not 
one 5s common enough to justify espe- 
cial reference.—Washington Post.

PRUNING TREES. 


Limbs to be removed should be cut 
ofC as smoothly as possible with 
a 
sbarp saw and as close to the main 
stem as possible. When a limb enter» 
a shoulder at the trunk, the cut should 
be as close to the former as possible, 
yet never through it. 
Th-ere tshould 
never be any stump left, because the 
cambium dies back and 
when 
the 
stump decays there is a hole left which 
is apt to cause tho ti'unk of the tree 
to rot 
and 
become hollow. 
Torn 
wounds are a som*ce of danger to a 
tree. If large limbs arc to be removed, 
which should never happen in good 
pruning, there is danger of the weight 
of the limb tearing the bark. To avoid 
this cut from below first and meet thia 
cut with one from above, or, If this cant 
not be done, cut off the limb a foot 
from the tree and remove the stub. 
Large wounds should be smeared over 
with tar or thick paint to keep out 
moisture. It is very Important that the 
healing process should start soon after 
the wound is made, otherwise the cam- 
bium will be killed back quite a dis- 
tance from the exposed surface and 
healing will be greatly retarded. 
For 
this reason pruning should be avoided 
In cold, particularly frosty weather. In 
spring the cambium is active, and 
wounds made at this time start to 
heal at once, and there is little or no 
dying bgck of the cambium.—Green'g 
Fruit Grower.

The art of the bird Is to conceal its 
uest both as to position and as to ma- 
terial, but now and thou it is betrayed 
into weaving into its sU^ucture showy 
and bizarre bits of this or that, which 
give its secret away, and which seem 
to violate all the traditions of its kind. 
I have the picture of a robin's nest be- 
fore me, upon the outside of which aro 
stuck a small muslin llovrer, a loaf 
from a small calendar and a photo- 
graph of a local celebrity. 
A more in- 
congruous use of material In bird ar- 
chitecture it would be hard to find. I 
have boon told of another robin's nest 
upon the outside of which the bird had 
fastened a wooden label from a nearby

Still another nest I have seeu built 
upon a large, shoAvy foundation of the 
paper-like 
flowers 
of Antennaria, or 
everlasting. 
The wood 
thrush

quently weaves a fragment of news- 
paper or a white rag into the founda- 
tion of its nest. 
'•Evil communications 
corrupt good manners." 
The 
news- 
paper and the rag bag unsettle the wits 
of the birds. 


The phoehe bird is capable of this 
kind of mistake or indiscretion. 
All 
the past generations of her tribe have 
built upon natural and, therefore» neu- 
tral sites, usually under shelving aud 
overhanging 
rocks, and 
the art of 
adapting the nest to its surroundings, 
blending it with them, has been highly 
developed. But phoebe now frequently 
builds under our sheds aud porches, 
where, so far as concealment is con- 
cerned. a change of material, say from 
moss to dry grass or shreds of bark, 
would be an advantage to her. But she 
departs not a bit from the family tra- 
ditions; she uses the same 
woodsy 
mosses, which In some cases, especially 
when the nest is placed upon unevenly 
sawed timber, makes her secret an 
open one to all eyes.—John Burroughs, 
in the Century.

Laundry 
Machinery 
That 
Saves Time. 


Handling the "wash" or ocewi lln- 
ers. dining and sleeping c&ra, and res- 
taurants has now become a distinctive*, 
branch of modem laundry work, and 
palls for high power muchit ery, ex- 
pensive washing equipment, and A per- 
fect organization. 
From the old-fash- 
ioned round tub. the fluted T^Twhboard. 
the wringer, and the force of a human 
arm. and the ilatlron to the revolving 
washer, the centrifugal water extract- 
or, and the steam-driven mangle, is a 
long step, and though the former are 
still In use, they are really the weap- 
ons of a civilization that existed when 
the world moved slower than we of 
the present day are wont to travel. 
In this connection one may point to 
the Chinaman who, because ho has not 
kept pace with modem ideas and im- 
provements, 
Is gradually 
losing 
his 
Identity as the laundryman of the peo- 
ple. and 
must 
ultimately be 
driven 
from the washtub to other fields of 
activity. 


The modem laundry has reduced the 
washing of clothes and household linen 
to an exact science, and while ona 
may 
question 
its 
reliability 
as 
regards 
the 
handling 
of 
delicate 
fabrics, it is a marvelous time-saver, 
and this very feature Is the one which 
appeals to tlie average American. It is 
not difficult to imagine how the "wash" 
of the household 
can ho 
'*done-up" 
quickly, but when it comes to hand- 
ling the numerous pieces used by the 
2000 people who compose the crew and 
passengers of an ocean greyhound, the 
subject 
gains interest 
The 
process, 
though simple, is the result of much 
study. 


When a transatlantic 
liner, 
with, 
say. 2000 people on board, reaches port, 
the "wash" quickly follows the passen- 
gers ashore. 
Its size depends uixju the 
number of passengers carried and the 
length of the voyage. It may 
range 
from SOOO to 25.000 pieces, consisting 
mainly of sheets, table cloths, napkins, 
towels, etc. This, to use a 
laundry 
term, is "plain work." The 
quantity 
matters little to the laundryman. His 
first move Is to sort the pieces, then 
counting is dono when they are tied 
into bundles to be returned. 


The separate lots are put into wash- 
ers holding a solution of soap and wat- 
er and bluing, heated by live steam. 
The washer Is a large stationary cylin- 
der. containing a smaller perforated 
cylinder, which revolves first to the 
right and then to the left a 
stated 
number of times, so that the linen la 
tossed from side to side and receives 
the benefit of all of the water that is 
forced through the perforations. After 
the washing is completed the pieces 
are placed in the extractor, and then 
by centrifugal force nearly every drop 
of moisture Is whirled out of them. 
The operation consumes about 
fifteen 
minutes, and then they are ready for 
the mangle, or, in other words, ready 
to be Ironed—the final process. 


The bed of the mangle is a 
steel 
steam-heated chamber, over which re- 
volve several rollers, covered 
with 
wool and an outside jacket of canvas, 
which Is waxed to prevent the fabrics 
from sticking to the machine and be- 
coming wrinkled or torn. The table 
cloths, or towels, as the case may be, 
are fed Into one side of the machine, 
travel under the rollers, and then are 
carried to the imder side of the bed on 
a sheet, which, when the edge of the 
bed is reached drops them Into another 
sheet for conveyance to the women fol- 
ders on the opposite side to which they 
originally 
started. 
In cases 
where 
starch much be used, the fabrics aro 
placed In a dry air chamber, and af- 
terward dampened before they are fed 
to the mangles. 


Some pieces can he washed, wrung, 
and ironed in thirty minutes, 
while 
others take one and a half hours. The
